Forum  Speaker  Views 
China,  Russia  Struggle

“The  Struggle  Between  China 
and  Russia,”  which  is  today  caus- 
ing a great  transitional  period 
in  the  Communist  party  was  the 
topic  discussed  by  — Dr.  Robert 
A.  Scalapino  in  Monday’s  forum 
assembly. 

Acting  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  political  science  at  the 
University  of  California  and  au- 
thor on  Asian  matters  Dr.  Scal- 
apino presented  the  situation  as 
it  exists  today  and  then  injected 
personal  views  as  to  how  the  fu- 
ture might  be  affected. 

THE  REAL  quarrel,  as  Dr. 
Scalapino  views  it,  centers 
around  three  major  issues: 

1.  How  to  make  decisions  in 
the  Communist  world.  Under  this 
issue  is  the  problem  which  ex- 
ists between  Peking  and  Moscow 
as  to  which  one  should  have  the 
strongest  voice  and  greater  vote 
in  communist  decision  making.

2.  The  differences  in  the  ap- 
proach to  the  West.  China  and 
Moscow  are  two  nation  states 
with  different  national  interests, 
he  said.  Both  China  and  Russia 
are  in  different  stages  of  revo- 
lution and  where  China  wishes  a 
stronger  militant  policy  toward 
the  West,  Russia  feels  she  must 
play  it  safe  and  eventually  win 
the  West  through  nation  to  na- 
tion peaceful  competition.  China 
has  only  one  way  to  win- 
through  global  revolution.  Russia 
can’t  risk  this  policy,  he  stated. 

3.  How  to  deal  with  the  neu- 
tralist world.  China  feels  that 
Russia  hasn’t  given  generously 
enough  in  monetary  value  to 
China.  There  is  a differing  opin- 
ion on  how  much  aid  should  be 
given  and  where  it  should  be 
given. 

THE  RESULT  of  these  differ- 
ing opinions  is  a more  and  more 
diffused  communist  party.  No 
longer  is  it  a monolithic  group 
but  there  is  a split  between  Mos- 
cow and  Peking,  Dr.  Scalapino 
explained. 

Dr.  Scalapino  felt  that  now  it 

is  a critical  time  in  the  evolution 
of  the  communist  party  and  that 
the  split  between  the  party  will 
grow. 

“It  is  a great  gain  for  the  West 
if  we,  the  West,  will  only  take 
advantage  of  it,”  stated  Dr.  Scal- 
apino.

In  other  action,  Dillon  Inouye, 
Sophomore  Class  President,  pre- 
sented another  plan  for  student 
government.  His  basis  of  repre- 
sentation is  also  the  housing 
areas.  However,  his  plan  includes 
the  structure  of  class  govern- 
ment and  its  functions.  Class 
presidents  would  serve  on  a stu- 
dentbody council. 

Part  of  his  plan  is  the  setting 
up  of  a house  of  representatives. 
Representatives  from  all  of  the 
on-campus  housing  and  from  the 
off-campus  housing  would  form 
a body  of  approximately  100  to 
150  members. 

The  purpose  of  this  body  would 
be  to  meet  once  a week.  Student- 
body  officers  would  present  their 
plans  (for  example,  Cougar 
days)  to  this  body.  Then  each 
representative  could  take  this  in- 
formation back  to  his  housing 
area  and  obtain  the  desired  help. 

Also,  this  body  could  bring  sug- 
gestions, criticisms,  etc.  to  the 
meeting.  In  this  way,  it  would 
provide  a closer  means  of  com- 
munication between  the  repre- 
sentatives and  those  being  rep- 
resented. 

The  off-campus  representatives 
would  transmit  the  results  of  the 
weekly  meetings  by  means  of  a 
telephone  system. 

This  is  only  a small  portion  of 
Inouye’s  entire  plan.  The  Senate 
meeting  next  week  will  include 
further  discussion.

Existentialism 
Turns  Inward 
For  Standards 


Warner  to  Speak  Thuri 


Existentialism,  a philosophy 
elusive  of  definition  was  des- 
cribed in  its  role  as  an  approach 
to  literature  Monday  afternoon  in 
a Fine  Arts  Festival  discussion. 

Robert  Thomas  and  Dr.  Clin- 
ton F.  Larson  assumed  at  least 
slightly  opposing  attitudes  to- 
ward existentialism  and  its  leg- 
itimacy as  a philosophical  posi- 
tion. 

DB.  LARSON  described  the 
"sense  of  beinng’’  as  basic  to  ex- 
istentialism. Man  to  the  existen- 
tialist, he  said,  "is  a fully  con- 
scious character  in  a fluid  setting 
in  which  he  finds  his  own  way.’’ 
Man  therefore  is  totally  respon- 
sible to  himself  for  his  own  des- 
tiny and  externals  are  not  im- 
portant. 

He  contrasted  Christian  and 
humanistic  existentialism  in  lit- 
erature. 

MB.  THOMAS  based  his  ob- 
jection of  existentialism  as  a last- 
ing philosophy  in  literautre  on 
the  premise  that  the  individual 
who  looks  totally  inside  himself 
for  all  values  cannot  function.  He 
still  has  to  rely  upon  exterior 
standards.  Mr.  Thomas  suggested 
that  existentialists  who  place 
their  faith  in  art,  such  as  Sartre 
or  Camus,  are  relying  upon  stan- 
dards external  to  themselves. 

The  existentialist,  Mr.  Thomas 
said,  "is  in  the  same  hopeless 
position  as  is  the  skeptic — he 
cannot  confirm  anything,  even 
his  own  skepticism.” 


Dr.  Homer  Warner,  nationally 
noted  heart  researcher,  will  be 
guest  speaker  at  the  Pre-Med 
Pre-Dent  Club  meeting  Thursday 
at  7:30  p.m.  in  184  Jesse  Knight 
Bldg.

study  of  how  the  heart  adjv 
to  the  load  of  exercise.

Besides  his  research  work, 
Warner  serves  as  director  of 
search  at  the  LDS  Hospital 
is  professor  of  pysiology  at 
University  of  Utah  Me’ 
School.
